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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


1. This pubtication contains estimates relating 
to persons in the civilfan labour force and to 
those persons not in the labour force for New 
South Wales and regions of New South Wates- The 
estimates have been derived from the !abour force 
survey component of the monthly population 
survey, which Is conducted on a sample basis 
throughout Australia. 


2. Statistics similar to those contained In 
Tables 1, 4 and 14 of this publication are 
pubtished each month, as they become available, 
in Monthly Summary of Statistics (1305-1) which 
is avallable, on request, from this Office. 
Other data contalned in thls publication are also 
available each month (except for (a) the 
occupation and industry details and status of 
worker for employed persons, which are available 
only on @ quarterly basis; and (b) regional 
estimates, whlch aithough available each month 
will be released onty on a quarterly basis). In 
addition, other unpublished data may also be 
avaifable. These data, tf required each month as 
they become available, may be obtained from this 
Of fice. 


3- The monthty population survey. This survey 
consists of the monthly labour force survey and 
in most months one or more supplementary survey 
toptes. From February 1978, the survey has been 
conducted each month. Previously the survey was 
conducted in February, May, August, and November 
of each year. The information Is obtained from 
the occupants of selected dweliings by carefully 
chosen and specially tralned interviewers. The 
intervlews sre generally conducted durtng the two 
weeks beginning on the Monday between the 6th and 
12th of each monthe The Information obtained 
relates to the week before the interview (1.e. 
the survey week). 


4. Survey sample. The monthly population survey 
is based on a multi-stage area sample of private 
dwellings (houses, flats, etc.) and non-private 
dwettings (hotels, motels, etce3, and covers 
about one-half of one per cent of the population 
of New South Wales. The survey sample ts 
reselected after each quinquennia! Census of 
Poputation and Housing. The reselected sample of 
dwellings based on 1981 Census of Population and 
Housing results was Introduced in the October 
1982 survey. information on sampte design and 
setection is given In the Technical Note In The 
Labour Force, Australia, 1978 (6204.0). ~~ 


5. Population benchmarkse Labour force survey 
estimates of persons employed, unemployed and not 
tn the labour force shown in this publ] cation for 
New South Wales, Sydney Statistical Division and 
Balance of New South Wales are catcufated in such 
a way as to add up to the Independently estimated 
distribution of the population aged 15 and over 
by age and sex» This procedure compensates for 
underenumeration In the survey, and leads to more 
reliable estimates. The independent population 
statistics (benchmarks) are the latest avallable 
estimates at the time the labour force survey Is 
conducted, but they usually differ from the 
offictal State level population estimates 
subsequently published in Australian Demographic 


Statistics (3101.0) because they are necessarily 


derived from Incomplete information about 
population changes. Regular estimates of 
population at the regional level are, however, 
not available. Consequently the use of 
benchmarks fn estimating the reglonal data 
avallable from thls survey is not possIble.e For 
this reason, estimates of the clvillan population 
aged 15 and over are not made avallable at the 
regional level. 


6. Reviston of series. Survey estimates are 
not revised for the usually small amendments of 
population benchmarks arlsing from new data on 
deaths and overseas and Internal migration. 
Revistons are made, however, after each census of 
population and housing, and when population 
estimation bases are reviewed. Labour force 
survey estimates back to February 1978 have been 
recalculated to conform to revised population 
estimates which take account of the 1981 Census 
of Population and Housing.- Revised estimates 
back to February 1978, similar to those shown In 
Table 1, were published In an Appendix to the 
February 1984 Issue of this publication. In 
addition, following the change In official 
population estimates to a place of usual 
residence basis after the 1981 Census of 
Population and Housing, the poputation benchmarks 
used In the derivation of labour force survey 
estimates are compiled according to place of 
usual residence. For an explanation of the new 
conceptual! basis of population estimates see

enable Identification of each respondent's pface 
of usual residence. The estimates shown in this 
publication from October 1982 onwards are thus 
wholly according to place of usual residence. 
Prior to October 1982, the estimates are based on 
a combInation of place of enumeration and place 
of usual residence- 


7. Scopes The labour force survey Includes all 
persons aged 15 and over, except: 


{a) members of the permanent defence forces; 


(b) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas 
governments, customarily excluded from 
census and estimated populations; 


{c) overseas residents In Australia; and 


(d) members of non~Australian defence forces 
{and thelr dependants), stationed in 
Austral ta. 


8. Labour force concepts and definitions. 


{a) The concepts and definitions used In the 
labour force survey conform closely to those 
recommended by the International Labour 
Organisation. The labour force comprises all 
persons {n scope who, during the survey week, 
were employed or unemployed as defined In 
Explanatory Notes 8(b) and 8{c) below. The 
survey week comprises the seven days preceding 
(see Exptanatory Note 3 
above). The activities of persons In thls perfod 
of reference are used in determining the 
classification of those who are employed. {In 
addition to this week, the 3 weeks preceding it 
are also considered in identifying the 
unemployed. More detaifed definittons of these 
two groups follow. 


(b) Employed persons. 


1. These comprise all clvilfans aged 15 and over 
who, during the survey week: 

+ worked for one hour or more for pay, 
profit, commission or payment in kind 
(including empfoyees, employers and 
self-employed persons) fn a job or 
bustness, or on a farm; or 

+ worked for 15 hours or more without pay In 
a family business or on a farm (ive. unpald 
family helpers); or 

+ were employees who had a job but were not 
at work and were: on paid leave; on leave 
without pay for less than four weeks up to 
the end of the survey week; stood down 


without pay because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at their place of employment for 
less than four weeks up to the end of the 
survey week; on strike or locked out; on 
workers! compensation and expected to be 
returning to their job; or recelving wages 
or safary while undertaking ful!-time 
study; or 

+ were employers or self-employed persons who 
had a job, business or farm, but were not 
at work. 


Tl. These employed persons can be classified 
into: 

+ full-time workers (ise. those who usually 
work 35 hours or more a week and others 
who, although usually part-time workers, 
worked 35 hours or more during the survey 
week); and 

» part-time workers (Tse. those who usually 
work less than 35 hours a week, and who did 
so during the survey week) + 


Persons who held more than one Job are counted 
only once ~ in the job In which they worked most 
hours during the survey week. 


(ce) Unemployed persons comprise all civilians 
aged 15 and over who were not employed during the 
survey week, and: 


1. had actively looked for full-time or 
part-time work at any time In the four weeks 
up to the end of the survey week, and: 

« were avallable for work In the survey week, 
or would have been available except for 


temporary illness (fee. lasting for less 
than four weeks to the end of the survey 
week); or 


« were valting to start a new fob within four 
weeks from the end of the survey week, and 


would have started In the survey week if 
the job had been avallable then; or 


if. were walting to be called back to a full-time 
or part-time Job from which they had been 
stood down without pay for less than four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week 
(including the whole of the survey week) for 
reasons other than bad weather or plant 
breakdown. 


(d) Actively looking for work Includes writing, 
telephoning or applying In person to an empfoyer 
for work; answering a newspaper advertisement for 
a job; checking factory or Commonwealth 
Emptoyment Service notice boards;  belng 


registered with the Commonwealth Employment 
Service; checking or registering with any other 
employment agency; advertising or tendering for 
work; and contacting friends or relatives. 


Note- The figures shown In this publication for 
the number of persons unemployed should not be 
confused with those issued by the Commonwealth 
Department of Employment and Industrial 
Relations. These latter figures represent the 
number of persons registered as _ unemployed 
awalting placement with the Commonwealth 
Employment Service. 


{e) Persons not in the labour force are those 
who, during the survey week, were not [In the 
categorles 'employed' or 'unemptoyed', as defined 
above. They _include persons who were keepIng 
house (unpaid), attending an educational 
institution (school, university, etc.), retired, 
voluntarily inactive, permanently unable to work, 
inmates of institutions (hospitals, gaols, 
sanatorla, etc.), tralnee teachers, members of 
contemplative religtous orders, and persons whose 
only activity durlng the survey week was jury 
service or unpaid voluntary work for a 
charitable organisation. 


(f) Duration of unemployment fs the period from 
the time the person began looking for work or was 
laid off to the end of the survey week. Thus the 
survey measures the duration of current spells of 
unemployment rather than completed spells. 
Pertods of unemployment are recorded in complete 
weeks and thls results In a slight understatement 
of duration. Average (mean) duration jis the 
duration obtained by dividing the aggregate 
number of weeks a group has been unemployed by 
the number of persons in that group. 


(g) Unemployed persons classified by industry 
and occupation. Unemployed persons who had 
worked full-time for two weeks or more in the 
fast two years are classtfled according to the 
industry and occupation of their most recent 
full-time job. 


(h) Marital status. In the labour force survey, 
persons are classified as married or not married. 
Marital status is determined from Informatton 
supp!led by the respondent about the Individual 
concerned and, where the person was reported as 
being married, about the IIving arrangements of 
persons usually resident in the household. 
Marital status does not therefore necessarily 
reflect legal status. Persons are classified as 
married If they are reported as being married 
(including de facto) and their spouse was a usual 


resident of the household at the time of the 
surveys The not married category Includes 
persons who have never married, or are separated, 
widowed or divorced, as well as those who, 
although reported as beltng married, did not have 
a spouse who usually lI!ved in the household. 
Persons who live in a de facto relationship but 
do not volunteer thls Information when asked 
whether they are married are classiffed as not 
married. In conjunction with the reviston of 
estimates back to February 1978 to conform to 
revised population estimates (see Exptanatory 
Note 6 above), the new definition of marital 
status out!ined above was adopted. Consequently, 
estimates of marital status contained In this 
publication are not comparabte with estimates 
published before the February 1984 Issue of thIs 
publication. This reviston to the marita! status 
classification has been undertaken In two parts. 
Firstly, for all surveys from February 1978, 
persons who reported that they were separated, 
were reclassified as not married (previousty 
Inctuded as married). Secondsy, from June 1983 
onwards, {n addition to Including persons 
reported as separated, the not marrled category 
Includes persons, who although reported as 
married, did not, at the time of the survey, have 
a@ spouse who was a usual resident of the 
household. 


(1) Famtly status. The family relationship of 
all persons Included In the labour force survey 
Is determined each month except for: 


1. all persons enumerated In non-private 
dwef lings; 


{i.e persons enumerated as visitors to private 
dwellings; and 


Til. those families enumerated In private 
dwellings for which it was not possIble to 
obtain Information relating to all the 
usual residents (ieee families which 
Include a member of the permanent defence 
forces and famllfes which have one or more 
of their members away from the usual 
residence at the time of the survey). 


Generally, famity status Is determined for more 
than ninety per cent of the clvilfan population 
aged 15 and over. A family [Is defined as 
consisting of two or more related persons usually 
resident In the same household at the tlme of the 
survey. A family comprises a married couple or a 
family head (as defined below) together with any 
persons having any of the foflowtng relationships 
to them: 


i. sons or daughters of any age, ff not 
married and with no children of their own 
present; 

Tt. other relatives If not accompanied by a 
spouse, sons or daughters, or parents of 
thelr own; or 

Tif. any children under the age of 15 who do 
not have a parent present. 

A family can contain no more than two married 
persons and can contain two married persons only 
if these persons are husband and wife (referred 
to as married-couple famiffes). Other families 
are families other than marrled-couple families 
and comprise one=-parent fami!ties or other groups 
of related persons. The famlly head of an other 
famtly fs the parent fn one-parent famflles and, 
in the case of other groups of related persons, 
generally the eldest person In the familys No 
family head Is defined for a married-couple 
family» Persons are defined as not a member of a 
family {if they are not related to any other 
member of the household In which they are living. 
A person is considered to be tiving atone If he 
or she Is the sole member of a household. The 
term relationship includes refationshIps by 
blood, marriage or adoption. 


9+ Industry classifications The classification 


of Industries fs In accordance with the 
Australian Standard Industrial Classtflcatton 
(ASIC) descr Ibed Tn Austral tan Standard 
Industrial Classification, Vol» 1 - The 
Classification (1983 Edition) (1201.0). 

10. Occupation classification. The 


classification of occupations is In accordance 
with the Classtfication and Classiffed List of 
Occupations, Austratia (Revised, June 1981) 
(1206.0). 


11. Regions of New South Wales. The reglons 
used In this publication are standard ABS 
Statistical Divistons, Subdivistons or Districts 
(see map Inside back cover, and the Appendix for 
a list of local government areas In each of these 
regions), or combinations of these, and as such 
do not necessarily correspond with regfons 
adopted by other government -authorities. The 
regions were determined In consultation with 
major users of the estimates, taking Into account 
the constraints imposed by the structure of the 
sample design and the need to present retiable 
statistics (fe. those not subject to high 
samp!fng variability). Two sets of reglons are 
used to present the results. The twelve regions 
used In Table 13 and Tables 16 to 27 provide 
summary estimates only, while the five major 


regions used in Tables 28 to 37 atlow the 
presentation of more detafled estimates. While 
further unpubtished details may be available for 
the regions adopted [In thfs_ publication, 
estimates for different regfons will not be 
provided. The Sydney Statistica! Diviston Is 
predominantly urban in character - and its 
boundary was re-dellneated In 1976 to embrace the 
area expected to contatn the urban development of 
Sydney (and assoctated smafter urban centres) for 
a perlod of at least twenty years. This area 
covers the same area as the "Sydney Reglon', as 
delineated by the State Planning Authority (now 
the Department of Environment and Planning) In 
Its publication Sydney Reglon, 1970-2000 A.D., 


Outtine Plan. 


12. Reliability of the estimates.» SInce the 
estimates In this publication are based on 
Information obtained from occupants of a sample 
of dweltings, they, and the movements derived 
from them, may differ from figures that would 
have been obtafned if the Information had been 
collected from occupants of all dwellings (using 
the same questionnaire and Interview!ng 
procedures) « One measure of the fikely 
difference {ts given by the standard error, which 
Indicates the extent to which an estimate might 
have varied by chance because only a sample of 
dwetlings was Included [In the survey. In 
addition, as noted In Explanatory Note 5 above, 
the use of benchmarks In the comp! lation of 
regional estimates Is not possible. For this 
reason users should note that regional estimates 
may be more votatile than corresponding State 
estimates and thus should not be regarded as 
rellable [Indicators of short term (monthly) 
movements. A Technical Note, showing the IIkely 
standard errors relating to sample estimates, Is 
shown at the end of this publication.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS

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NEW SOUTH WALES 


+ tn February 1985, there were an estimated 2,518,500 persons (1,549,100 males and 969,400 females) In 
the civilian tabour force In New South Wales, of whom 2,274,700 (1,406,600 males and 868,100 females) 
were employed and 243,800 (142,400 males and 101,300 females) were unemployed (see Table 1). 


+ (n February 1985, the tabour force participation rate was 60+7 per cent (males 76-0, married females 
43.6 and afl females 45-9) and the unemployment rate 9.7 per cent (males 9.2, married females 6+6 and 
all femates 10.5) (see Table 1)+ 


+ From November 1984 to February 1985, the number of persons unempfoyed Increased by 34,600 (13,800 
males and 20,700 females), increasing the unemployment rate from 8-4 per cent to 9-7 per cent. This 
Increase was mainly attributable to persons looking for full-time work, which Increased by 31,900 
persons» The number of employed persons In February 1985 (2,274,700) was marginally tess than the 
number of persons employed In November 1984 (2,278,800). (See Table 1+) 


+ Since February 1984, the number of persons unemployed has decreased by 27,600 (14,800 males and 12,900 
females) reducing the unemployment rate from 11.0 per cent to 9+7 per cent. In the same period the 
number of persons employed has Increased by 83,900 (28,100 males and 55,800 females). (See Table 1.) 


SUMMARY OF FINDINGS (continued) 
NEW SOUTH WALES (continued) 


The unemployment rate for persons aged 15 to 19 was 26.0 per cent In February 1985 compared with 22.3 
per cent in November 1984 and 28.1 per cent In February 1984 (see Table 9). 


The average duration of unemployment for unemployed persons was 48+5 weeks In February 1985 compared 
with 50.8 weeks in November 1984 and 43.1 weeks In February 1984 (see Table 11). 


From February 1984 to February 1985, the unemployment rate for persons born In Australla rematned 


consistently below that for persons born outside Australlae In February 1985, the unemployment rate 


for persons born In Australla was 9.3 per cent and for persons born outside Australia 10.9 per cent 
(10.3 and 13.0 per cent respectively In February 1984). (See Table 12.)

In the quarter ending February 1985 the highest unemployment rate was recorded In the combIned 
Richmond-Tweed and Mid-North Coast Statistical Divisions, reaching 16-9 per cent In January 1985 and 


16-1 per cent In February 1985, whtlst the unemployment rates for Newcastle Statistical District and 


Wollongong Statistical District (12.0 per cent and 14.4 per cent respectively In February 1985) were 
the next highest rates» (see Table 13). 


From November 1984 to February 1985, most regions recorded decreases In the number of persons employed 
and Increases In the number of persons unemployed. However, from February 1984 to February 1985 most 
regtons recorded slgniffcant Increases In the number of persons employed and more than hatf the 
regions recorded significant decreases In the number of persons unemployed. (See Tables 16 to 27).

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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


There was considerable varlation during the year ended February 1985 In the number of persons 
unemployed and In the unemployment ratee The number of persons unemployed in February 1985 was 
104,700 and the unemployment rate was 11-8 per cent. These were significantly higher than the figures 
recorded for November 1984 when the number of persons unemployed was 87,300 and the unemployment rate 
was 9.9 per cent. However, the figures for February 1985 were very similar to the level! and rate of 
unemployment for February 1984 (103,800 persons and 12.0 per cent)» This contrasts with a signiffcant 
fall tn the unemployment rate for Sydney Statistical Division over the same period ~ from 10.5 to 8.5 
per cent. 


The number of employed persons In February 1985 was 784,400, a decrease of 13,200 persons over the 
level recorded in November 1984 of 797,600 persons but an Increase of 24,200 persons (6,800 mates and 
17,500 femates) over the level recorded fn February 1984.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 


1. The labour force estimates are derived 
from the monthly population survey by use of a 
comptex ratio estimation procedure. This 
procedure ensures that the survey estimates 
conform to an Independently estimated 
distribution of the popufation by age and sex, 
rather than to the age and sex distributton 
within the sample itself. 


Rellabllity of the estimates 
2- Two types of error are possible In an 


estimate based on a sample survey: sampiing 
error and non-sampling errors The sampling 


error is a measure of the varfabitity that 


occurs by chance because a sample, rather than 
the entire population, ts surveyed. Since the 
estimates In thls publication are based on 
Information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, the estimates and the 
movements derived from them are subject to 
sampting varlabiffty; that ts, they may differ 
from the figures that would have been obtained 
If all dwet lings had been included tn the 
surveye One measure of the !ikely difference 
is given by the standard error which indicates 
the extent to which an estimate might have 
varied by chance because only a sampte of 
dwell!ngs was Included. There are about two 
chances In three that a sampfe estimate will 
differ by less than one standard error from 
the figure that would have been obtained If 
al! dwelilngs had been Included and about 
nineteen chances In twenty that the difference 
wii! be less than two standard errors. The 
standard error can also be expressed as a 
percentage of the estimate, and this is known 
as the relative standard error. 


3. Space does not allow for the separate 
indication of the standard errors of afl 
estimates In this publication. Standard 
errors of estimates derived from the survey 
and of monthly, quarterly and annual movements 
{except those movements spanning 
September/October 1982), for New South Wales 
and for each region of New South Wales, can be 
determined by using the following table. 
Detalts of the standard errors of monthly, 
quarterly and annua! movements spanning 
September/October 1982 were published In the 
November 1983 Issue of this publ icatton. 


4. The size of the standard error increases 
with the level of the estimate, so that the 
farger the estimate the ftarger the standard 
error. However, It should be noted that the 
targer the sample estimate the smaller wil! be 
the standard error In percentage terms. Thus, 
larger sampte estimates wit! be relativety 
more rellable than smaller estimates. 


5. As the standard errors in the following 
table show, the smaller the estimate the 
higher fs the relative standard error. Very 
smal! estimates are subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the 
estimate) as to detract serlous!y from their 
vatue for most practical purposes. In the 
tables In thls publication estimates with a 
relative standard error of greater than 25 per 
cent and percentages based on such estimates, 
have not been Included and have been replaced 
with an asterisk ('*'). Although figures for 
these smalt components can In some cases be 
derived by subtraction, they should not be 
regarded as retliable. 


6. The movement In the level of an estimate 
fs also subject to sampling varfability- The 
standard error of the movement depends on the 
levels of the estimates from which the 
movement Is obtalned rather than the size of 
the movement. An Indication of the magnitude 
of standard errors of monthly movements is 
also given In the follow!ng table. The 
estimates of standard errors of monthly 
movements apply only to estimates of movements 
between two consecutive months. Movements 
between corresponding months of consecutive 
quarters (quarterly movements), corresponding 
months of consecutive years (annual movements) 
and other non-consecutive months, will 
generally be subject to somewhat greater 
sampling variability than is Indicated. 
Standard errors of quarterly movements can be 
obtained by multiplying the figures shown In 
column 3 of the following tabte by 145. 
Standard errors of all annual movements can be 
obtained by multiply!ng the figures shown In 
column 1 of the table by 1-3. When using the 
table to catcutate standard errors of 
movements, refer to the larger of the two 
estimates from which the movement Is derived. 


7. Examples of the calculation and use of 
standard errors are given below. 


(a) From column 1 of the fotlowlng table tt 
can be seen that the estimate of 35,300 
unemptoyed marrled femates looking for 
work in New South Wates In February 1985 
(see Table 1) has a standard error of 
approximately 2,500 (by Interpolation). 
There are about two chances In three that 
the true figure that would have been 
obtained If atl dwellings had been 
inctuded in the survey would have been 
withtn the range 32,800 to 37,800 and 
about nineteen chances In twenty that It 
would have been within the range 30,300 to 
40,300. 


{b) The estimate of movement fn the number of 
unemployed married females looking for 
work In New South Wales from January 1985 
to February 1985 fs an Increase of 10,400. 
Cotumn 3 in the following tabfe can be 
used to determine the standard error of 
the monthly movement for the larger of the 
two estimates from which the movement fs 
derived. In this case, the February 1985 
estimate (35,300) Is the larger. From 
column 3 for New South Wales, ft can be 
seen that the standard error of the 
monthly movement Is approximately 2,000 
(by Interpolatton). There are about two 
chances in three that If all dwellings had 
been Included In the surveys the movement 
would have been In the range +8,400 to 
+12,400 and about nineteen chances In 
twenty that It would have been In the 
range +6,400 to +14,400. 


8- The standard errors of estimates relating 
to agricultural employment are generally 
somewhat higher than the standard errors of 
other estimates of the same magnitude. 


9. The retative standard errors of 
estimates of average duration of unemployment 
are obtalned by first finding the relative 
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standard error of the estimate of the total 
number of persons contributing to the estimate 
(see cofumn 2 In the following tabte) and then 
muftiplying the figure so obtained by 1.3. 


10. The rellabitity of an estimated percentage 
or rate, computed by using sample data for 
both numerator and denomInator, depends upon 
both the size of the numerator and the size of 
the denominator. The formula for the relative 
standard error (RSE) of a percentage or rate 
Ts given below:

11. Standard errors contained In the following 
table are deslgned to provide an average 
standard error appticabte for all monthly 
labour force survey estimates. Recent 
anatysIs of the standard errors for New South 
Wales  appticable to particular = survey 
estimates has shown that the standard errors 
for estimates of employment are generally 
equivalent to those shown In the following 
tabte, whIle standard: errors for estimates of 
unemployment and for persons not in the fabour 
force are approximatety 6 per cent and 10 per 
cent respectively higher than those shown In 
the table. 


12. The Impreciston due to sampling 
varfability, which Is measured by the standard 
error, should not . be confused with 
inaccuracles that may occur because of 
imperfections in reporting by respondents, 
errors made In colfection such as in recording 
and coding of data, and errors made in 
processing the data» {naccuracies of thls 
kind are referred to as non-samp!ing errors. 
They may occur In any enumeration, whether It 
be a full count or a sample. Every effort Is 
made to reduce non-sampling errors to a 
minimum by careful design of questionnalires, 
intensive  tratning and supervision of 
interviewers, and efficient operating 
procedures»
